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The Sleeping Bloodhound. (The National Gallery of 
British Art, Millbank.) A beautiful study of a fine animal 
("Countess”), which having been killed by falling oyer a 
parapet, was taken by her owner to Landseer, who painted 
this portrait of her between midday Monday and midday 
Thursday. The picture was executed in 1835, and was 
eventually bequeathed to the nation by Mr. Jacob Bell.j 
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
